The Most Rev, Fulton J, Sheen, 
known by millions across the 
land for his former televised re* 
ligious program, has resigned 
as bishop of the Rochester Ro-

The I4»year«ld bishop will be 


succeeded 
by the Rt. Rev, 


Msgr, Joseph L, Hogan, 53, past 
or St. Margaret Mary's Church 
in Rochester, 


In Vatican City, the Vatican 


said Pope Paul had accepted 
the resignation for reasons of 
health. 


But Bishop Sheen told a news 


conference his health was "per- 
fect, Thank God. Just marvel- 
ous." 


Bishop Sheen emphasized that 


"I am resigning the diocese. I 
am not resigning work, 1 am not 
retiring. I am regenerating." 


He said that after the installa- 


tion of Bishop-elect Hogan he 
will "return to New York—not 
to retire, but to spend myself 
and be spent In any work the 
Lord sees fit to use me." 


Bishop Sheen said that last 


May 8, his 74th birthday, he had 
an audience with the Pope. 


"I begged him to accept by 


resignation as bishop of Roches- 
ter," 
Bishop Sheen said. 


The Rochester diocese em- 


braces 12 upstate New York 
counties and has a Catholic pop- 
ulation of nearly 362,000. 


Bishop Sheen was installed as 


the Rochester bishop in Decem- 
ber 1966 after serving as auxi- 
liary bishop in the New York 
diocese. 


Born in El Paso, m., Bishop 


Sheen was one of four sons of a 
farmer of Irish ancestry. The 
family later moved to Peoria.

Allott would not disclose the 


source of his allegations, but he 
said "the basic strategy" forte- 
day's demonstration was shaped 
at a world peace conference in 
East Berlin. "That particular 
conference was Communist ori- 
ented," Allott said. 


Although Allott said morato- 


rium organizers were at that 
meeting, he named no one. 


He also said the Socialist 


Workers party, the Progressive 
Labor party, the Youth Interna- 
tional party and the Students for 
a Democratic Society were in- 
volved in initial planning of the 
moratorium.

The fear of falling sick 


without any friends or rela- 
tives to turn to haunts many 
an elderly person who lives 
alone. Precious time is often 
lost in treating such persons 
because no one is available 
to provide ambulance at- 
tendants and doctors with in- 
formation that could make 
the difference between life 
and death. To improve this 
situation the 
Maimonides 


Medical Center in New York 
has distributed medical em- 
ergency data cards to some 
3,000 persons who are over 
65. 


The cards are filled out 


and posted on the back of 
the bedroom door. Ambu- 
lance attendants, policemen 
and firemen have been re- 
quested to look for these 
cards when answering calls 
for assistance and to turn 
them over to the hospital on 
arrival. The information in- 
cludes the name of the sub- 
ject's physician, hospital of 
choice, h e a l t h insurance 
data, drug sensitivity and 
medical history. These cards 
should expedite treatment 
and help reduce the number 
of deaths that result from 
delay or faulty medical in- 
formation.

nancy, I had a very light 
case of German measles.

Both are prescrip- 
tion d r u g s . Recurrences,

ing cortisone because of the 
growth of hair on the face 
and 
the 
development of 


moon face, how long will it 
take for these side effects to 
disappear? 


A—They usually clear up 


within a few days after you 
stop taking the drug.

HOPE NEWSPAPER HISTORY: 


The 1929 consolidation joined the 
two principal newspaper lines 
dating back to within five years 
of Hope's incorporation in 1875. 


1899 —Star of Hope found- 
ed as a weekly by Claude Mc- 
Corkle; converted to an evening 
daily by his son, Ed. McCorkle, 
publishing until the 1929 con- 
solidation. 


The opposition line: 
1880 —Hope News founded by 


Lowry Brothers. 


1883 -Sold to Withers & John* 


son, name changed to Hope Tele- 
graph. 


1883 — Later in same year 


resold to Claude McCorkle and 
renamed Hope Mercury. 


1884 —Sold to James H. Betts, 


who named it Hope Gazette, under 
which name it was published con- 
tinuously until 1922, published by 
Betts, J.L. Tullis, andCol.W.W, 
Folsoni the last-named dying in 
1916. 


191G — Purkins &Gatesbought 


the weekly Gazette and made it 
a companion paper to their new 
daily, Arkansas Evening Herald 
—but both papers suspended in 
1922. 


1926 — Plant was revived by 


Curtis Cannon as the weekly 
Hempstead County Review. 


1927 —Camion sold plant to 


D.A. Gean, who established the 
morning Hope Daily Press. 


1929 -C. E. Palmer and A.H. 


Washburn consolidated The Star 
and the Press as Hope Star, with 
Palmer as president and Wash- 
burn secretary-treasurer. 


1957 —Following

In the Orange Club, the

W Radiation 
Standards 
Proposed

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal Government plans to 
propose 
standards 
allowing 


emission of radiation from color 
television sets at a level five 
times higher than recommended 
by government scientists, it was 
learned today, 


language in the proposal, 


signed by Chris A. Hansen, 
commissioner of the Environ* 
mental Control Administration, 
describes it as the lowest stand- 
ard now practical, but promises 
possible reductions in the fu- 
ture. 


The new rules, first to seek 


limits on X-radiation from tele- 
Vision sets, are scheduled to be 
published Thursday in the Fed- 
eral Register. They would not 
become legally enforceable until 
a second publication at least 30 
days later. 


The proposed standards jibe 


with those suggested to the De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare by a 15-member 
technical committee which had 
received recommendations from 
government scientists. 


They stem from a law enacted 


last year following disclosures 
of erratic and sometimes high 
emission of wx-rays from color 
TV sets. 


Government scientists have 


told Congress there Is n evi- 
dence of direct harm to humans 
from radiation emitted by color 
television sets. But they also 
said that radiation accumulates 
in the body so any exposure 
brings a person closer to the un- 
known point where genes are 
mutated, possibly causing dam- 
age to future generations. 


Under the proposed stand- 


ards, color television sets manu- 
factured after next Jan. 1 may 
not emit radiation at more than 


i .5 milliroentgens per hour-mea- 
sured within two inches of a col- 
or set operated on a 130 volt 
electric line. 


To that extent, the new stand- 


ards agree with the recommen- 
dations submitted to the techni- 
cal committee last June by 
scientists of the government's 
Bureau of Radiological Health. 


However, the bureau scien- 


tists would have cut the allow- 
able emission to 20 per cent of 
that level, .1 milliroentgen per 
hour, In sets manufactured after 
July 1, 1971. 


In the standards to be pub- 


lished 
Thursday, 
the 
only 


changes after January will be 
tightening of conditions under 
which the .5 milliroentgens per 
hour must be met.
